"But 
they corrected the problems 
promptly and reimbursed us for 
our expense." 
^McElhose was unable to iden- 
tify the Ford assembly plant in- 
volved.

The rally is to 
be held in front of the Fisher 
Building, adjacent to General 
Motors headquarters. 


"We're not concerned with 


burning bras'," she said. 
"Money is what we're mostly 
concerned with — that's where 
women are losing out."

Hie rally is designed in part 


to -welcome feminist author 
Germainc Grecr, who will 
address NOW members as part 
of the observance.

towards Whalen, who is out on 
850,000 bond on a 1969 Adrian 
jewelry store burglary convic- 
tion. Whalen is under a (i-to-10- 
year sentence. 


Whalen said the government 


agreed to move him and his 
family to a new location under a 
new name. 


Second, he testified, the FBI 


said that if he ever did go to jail, 
it would be under a new name 
and in a, federal prison where 
presumably he might be safer 
from possible recriminations 
from fellow prisoners. 


The soft-spoken, Awarded 


Whalcn brought the names of 
persons in high places into his 
testimony early. Within a few 
minutes after he was on the 
stand he had mentioned the 
' names of Swainson and Appeals 
Court Judges T. John Lcsinski 
ant Vincent J. Brennan. 


Whalcn, detailed one of the 


conversations he said he had 
with Wish about his efforts to 
stay out of jail during his ap- 
peal, said: 


"He told me if .Judge Martin 


would not give me an appeal 
bond, he had a friend on the 
appeals court, and $1,000 to 
(1,900 would give me an appeals 
bond." 


U.S. 
Ally. Robert 
Ozer, 


prosecuting the government's 
case, asked, "Did he say who "? 


"Yes, sir," he said, "I*sinski 


and Brennan." 


Whalcn a short time later had 


another unsubstantiated ac- 
count of another meeting with 
Wish. His account went this 


way: 


"I came into Wish's office, 


and he told me he had to pay 
Losinski (1,000 to post my bond. 
I agreed to pay it. In my 
presence, he called Lcsinski and 
told him the bond had been 
posted." 


There was no other testimony 


linking either Brennan or 
Lcsinski to the Whalen story 
and no testimony that any 
money ever was paid to them. 


Whalen, 
whose 
name 


dominated trial testimony from 
its opening seven Oct. 20, ack- 
nowledged his criminal record 
included convictions for larceny 


from a truck, larceny from a 
building, burglary and counter- 
feiting. He said burglary and 
perjury charges still hang over 
him in Wayne County. 


Defense attorneys have in- 


dicated they regard Whalen as a 
small-time criminal who broke 
the law frequently and tried to 
stay out of jail by any means. 
Take' He pictured himself as a 
man who has never paid an In- 
come tax and whose only steady 
job in the past five years was as 
a pizza parlor operator for two 
months on Detroit's East Side. 


The few occasions Whalen 


showed emotion were when lie 


spoke of his efforts to slay out of 
jail, doing it partly by taking on 
the role of informer to the FBI 
and the Secret Service, lie said. 


Whalen supplied the Secret 


Service with information on 
counterfeiting operations after 
his arrest in such a case in 1972. 


Ho also pictured himself as an 


informer to FBI agents in the 
early 1920s although hcconceded 
lie did not give them much in- 
formation. 


Wlialen quoled Wish as saying 


he could get him a guaranteed 
reversal in the court of appeals

Lawmaker Faces

'-^flle concern expressed at the time 
centered strictly on the economics of 
shopper convenience which is the 
problem faced by countless cities in all 
size ranges of what can be done in the 
traditional central business district to 
offset the traffic and parking advan- 
tage and the relative cheapness in land 
CDsJs'which are the midwives to the 
sliqppmg center's lying in. 


*SiBce the Plaza's creation the city's 
population majority has changed from 
white to black. Rightly or wrongly, the 
feeling has arisen the white shopper is 
no longer safe, nor even welcome, in 
downtown Benton Harbor. 


Between the two developments, 


there is not enough business in goods 
and services being transacted to merit 
reporting in the statistical gathering 
services'. 


Prior to the political power shift at 


city hall from white to black, the 
counterattack against the two factors 
had-concentrated on this Riverview 
development, including the old fruit 
market location, as a rebuilding site:

trying, to interest private developers 
in making the' Riverview more 
productive since it is the only good 
piece of open real estate the city has'to 
work with.

failed in New York City. To 
recall the old phrase: It can 
happen here. 


The key point to grasp: Wha- 


tever future holds for New York 
City, il does not hold self- 
government. Oh yes, people will 
run for mayor and whatnot. But 
budgetary discipline will be 
Imposed, imposed from above. 
That means Ihc decisions that 
matter will come from above 
too. They will be imposed by an 
Emergency Financial Control 
Ixiard, or,by a committee set up 
by Congress, or by some emer- 
gency "cuar." 


Until quite recently most 


people and certainly all right- 
thinking progressive democrats 
assumed lhal democracy had an 
unlimited future. Democracy 
seemed so obviously natural and 
right lhat it would as a mailer of 
course spread over Ihc face of 
llie earth. All other forms were 
bill way-slalions on llie road 10 
democratic freedom. 
The classical theorists would 
not have been • in the least 
surprised by the demise of 
democratic New York or by the 
ripening situation in democratic 
America.

at home and take care of their 
children and their homes. 


Women are designated by 


society as the caretakers of the 
children while the fathers are 
not, she said. 


One of the worst problems 


facing the working mother is 
child care. Not just for small 
children, but older children 
have their own activities which ' 
they must often be driven to and 
they have school events, mother 
feel obligated to attend.

their children's dead bodies." 


Special compensations .should 


be given to working mothers, 
she said, just like war veterans. 


Although maternal leave is 


now considered a disability, 
most women who want to take 
advantage of it, must fight -for 
it. 


Being realistic, she said, 


working mothers cannot bo 
equal with men in their jobs. 
The women have responsibili- 
ties they can not avoid and in 
some cases are not as available 
as a man. 


In: her case, as a writer for 


the Chicago Tribune, she cannot 
be called out in the middle, of 
the night for an assignment 
because there would bo no one 
there to care tor the children. 


She used as an example when 


her editor agreed to let her 
cover the United Nations World 
Conference 
of 
International 


Women's Year in Mexico City. 
The paper paid her expenses for 
the trip, but by the time she 
hired someone to care for the 
children and someone else to 
drive them where they needed 
to go, it cost her personally 
more money than the paper had 
spent on her trip. But she said, 
"it's not' the Tribune's fault that 
I have no wife." 


She began writing about 


women for the Chicago Tribune 
eight 
years ago, "before 


women's causes were popular." 


She 
said, 
women 
and 


women's 
groups saved 
her 


when she went through her 
divorce. Among her problems, 
her wi-husband cancelled all 
her charge 
accounts oven 


though they were hi her name 
and she had paid the bills. She 
said, she had to hire a lawyer to 
reopen the charge accounts. 


She urges community support 


and day care centers for 
working mothers. 


When asked how working 


mothers could overcome guilt 
feelings, she said it is whia bad 
habit which "working mothers 
should kick." 


She said, "Why don't working 


fathers feel guilty?" 


The lifting of the image of 


women, she said, depends on if 
respect and dignity are given or 
withheld to the homemakcr. 


To do "our own thing," 


should be second- nature, she 
said, and'"leftover life should 
be a time to live, not time to 
kill."

Women's Coalition. 
,According-to Mrs. Daniels, 
Michigan, in 1962, was Hie first 
state to form a Women's Com- 
mission, but it wasn't until 10 
.wars-later that it' received its 
first appropriation arid thereby 
able to appoint a director and 
outline task forces. 


Mrs. Daniels, who was 'ap- 


pointed 
chairman 
of the. 


Michigan Women's Commission 
last January by Gov. William 
Milliken, says all of the com- 
mission's 15 members arc ap- 
pointed for three-year stag- 


gered 
terms. 
Members 


represent all areas of Michigan 
including the Upper Peninsula. 
Three members are single and 
the rest are married, some with 
husbands, 
children 
and 


grandchildren. They represent 
both the employed and the 
unemployed. 


The commission was formed, 


Mrs. Daniels said, to study and 
review the status of women in 
Hie state; strengthen home life 
and recommend methods of 
overcoming 
discrimination 


against women in employment 
and civil and political rights.

Women's causes are suddenly 


popular, she said, like pickles 
arc during National Pickle 
Week. 


The •conference was held in 


Mexico June 19 through July 2 
and was sponsored by the Unit- 
ed Nations with the sanction of 
137 nations. 


The conference was a "mind- 


blowing event," Kleiman said. 
There were 1,000 delegates lo 
the official conference and 9,000 
delegates 
to the 'unofficial 


Tribune. 


After "nagging" her editor 


for months, he agreed lo Icl her 
cover Ihe conference for. the 
Tribune and she was, she said, 
the only newspaper reporter 
from the Midwest to cover the 
event. 


She flew lo Mexico Cily on a 


chartered flight with women 
from all levels of society. En- 
counters began on Ihe plane and 
she quickly learned, that third 
world women do not trust 
affluent Whites and that no one 
likes the press. 


At the conference, she said, 


the sincerity of the United 
States was questioned. 


Although a commission was 


named for the IWY observance, 
in America, the commission 
was appropriated only $40,000, 
which she said is less than one 


government official's salary. 
She said (he commission spent 
the firsl part of the year selling 
jewelry lo raise additional 
funds. 


Among the problems, llu- 


conference faced were that in 
the 
beginning, 
Colombia 


refused lo host the conference, a 
man was in charge of liie 
conference, Mexican women 
were blocked from attending- 
meetings and the conference 
and the Tribune were separated 
by long distances and heavy 
traffic. 


Kleiman said siio learned 


through the conference thai the

She said the Soviets claimed 


thai capitalism was the cause of

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Legislature Gets Smut Bill In January 


UNS1NG, Mich. (AP) - A 


bill to outlaw dissemination of 
sexually explicit magazines and 
movies to Michigan youngsters 
will be introduced 
in 
the 


legislature next January. 


It will be the start of a drive to 


define and control pornography, 
the head of the state House 
Judiciary Committee said Mon- 
day. 


Persons who provide youths 


under 17 years of age with se- 


xually explicit material could be 
jailed for a year an fined $10,000 
under the proposal by Rep. Paul 
Rosenbaum, D-Battle Creek. 


The law now provides for a 
$1,000 fine and one year in jail. , 


Rosenbaum said Monday he 


will sponsor the juvenile bill in 
January as the first part of a 
three-step drive to control such 
material. 


The second and third parts 


are expected to spark more 


controversy. Rosenbaum said 
that by next March he expects to 
sponsor pornography legislation 
dealing with non-consenting 
adults arid outdoor movies. 


He said that by the end of 


1976, a bill should be prepared 
dealing with consenting adults. 


"An important aspect of the 


juvenile^ measure is thai it 
would orc-cmpi. local regulation 
of 
pornographic material," 


Rosenbaum said. "Thiji would 


mean a consistent, statewide 
law which would be far less 
confusing to all concerned par- 
ties." 


The 
"local 
community" 


which determines what is or is 
not pornographic still would be 
the county in which the material 
was disseminated, Rosenbaum 
said. 
' 


Rosenbaum said there is no 


enforceable current state por- 
nography law and that the state 


Supreme Court has given "total 
authority to the legislature to 
deal with pornography." 


A preliminary bill released by 


Rosenbaum would make the 
manager of a newsstand or 


1 movie house guilty of a crime If 
that person "knowingly permits 
a minor who is not accompanied 
by a parent or guardian to 
' examine ... visual matter which 
depicts sexual intercourse or 
sadomasochistic abuse." 


Such restriction would not 


lead 
to "under-the-counter" 


dealing

pornographic 


magazines but "would greatly 
increase the burden of respon- 
sibility 
on" 
newsstand 


employes to keep kids away 
from dirty magazines, Rosen- 
baum said. 


Under the proposal, a person 


could be jailed for a year and 
fined $100 for falsely represent- 
ing the age of a youngster to 
furnish 
the youth sexually

and had. then left. They said he 
might have gone to his father's 
home nearby. 


When Patrolman William 


Keller went to the father's house 


to investigate, police said he 
was shot in the head when 
Knuck fired through a door. The 
28-year-old officer was reported 
in critical condition at a local 
hospital early today. 


Knuck's sister, Elsie Eaton of 


Tampa, and her 5-year-old son 
were apparently in the home, 
and Knuck took them hostage 
and hejd off police for more 
than two hours before the Rev 
Mr. Steffen arrived.

Wood Ducks Rescued From Near Extinction 


At a time when the number of 


endangered species is growing, 
the heartening saga of the wood 
duck illustrates how imperiled 
creatures can be successfully 
rescued from the brink of ex- 
tinction. 


Once threatened by destruc- 


tion of its habitat ami illegal 
shooting, "the Beau Brummel 
among birds," as this colorful 
creature 
is 
known, 
now 


numbers between 2.5 and 3.5 
nillion within the United Stales. 
Bat the future wasn't always so 
bright for the durable wood 
duck, according to the National 
\\ildlife Federation. 


In.'the late 1800's, the bird's 


population fell into a steady 
decline, 
and 'by 1901 or- 


nithologist A.K. Fisher of the 
old federa Biological Survey 
(forerunner of today's U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Sen-ice) warned 
that "unless strong protective 
measures are soon adopted, the 
«ood duck will become extinct 


over a large pan of its range." 


With the exception of several 


eastern states, the admonition 
went unheeded while extensive 
lumbering destroyed large sec- 


, lions of forest vital lo the duck's 


existence as a nesting ground. 
In 
addition, 
essential 


marshlands were drained to 
make way for further agriul- 
lural 
development, writes 


author William J. Weber, a 
Florida veterinarian-naturalist. 


The decline of the wood duck 


became so drastic that na- 
turalist Edward Howe Forbush 
discovered" there w^re more of 
them in Europe than in the U.S., 
their native land, in the early 
1900's. 


Fortunately,' Congress acted 


in 1913 to pass the .Migratory 
Bird Law, which limited duck 
hunting, and five years lalen 
enacted the Migratory Bird 
Treaty Act to give the federal 
government more comprehen- 
sive power to regulate migra-

too1 bird hunting. As a result, 
the United States and Canada 
both abolished all wood duck 
hunting until 1941, by which 
time the threatened bird .had 
made a spectacular comeback. 


Many private citizens played 


a key role in the bird's recovery 
by building special wood duck 
nesting boxes in wetlands. A 
study of wood duck nesting 
begun in 1938 by the Illinois 
Natural History Survey led lo a 
widespread 
nesting 
box 


program carried out by bird 
lovers, sportsmen and conser- 
vation agencies across 
the 


country. 


One of the few migratory 


birds in the United States to 
rarely pass south of the border, 
the wood duck is foutw. in a wide 
area .that encompasses most of 
the Atlantic flyway and a large 
portion of the Mississippi River 
drainage system. Some of the • 
birds also are found in the 
Pacific Northwest and Califor- 
nia. 


As with many wildlife species, 


the male is the beauty. In the 
spring, the drake is a strikingly 
handsoe bird, "distinguished by 
a rich green and purple crest, 
blazing red eyes and a reddish- 
orange bill." The bird's scien- 
tific name, ALv sponsa, loosely 
translated is "a waterfowl In 
wedding raiment," and apt 
description. 


The female, in contrast, has a 


slightly drab brownish coat, 
with streaks of green and purple 
on her back and wings. Both 
birds are medium-sized ducks, 
about 20 inches 
long 
and 


weighing a pound and a half. 


The wood duck mating is "an 


intensely sensuous courting ri- 
tu4," notes Weber, leading the 
happy couple to search for a 
siiubk nesting hole in a nearby 
tree. 


Because wood ducks arc 


matures of haMt, they will re- 
turn year after year to the same 
net* site, a fact which unders- 
cam the importance of habitat 
pKMTVatMi to their existence. 


Most wood duck cMc'ta arc 


to mid-May, with i 


female duck laying between 
eight and 15 eggs'in a single 
clutch. Of that number, only 
half generally survive the first 
few weeks of life, since the 
young ducklings are easy prey 
for turtles, large bass and other 
fish once they are introduced to 
water by their mother. 


A talkative creature, the wood 


duck docs not share the quack 
associated with other ducks. Its 


call is an ascending "peet- 
pect," which explains why some 
people call the wood duck the 
"squealer." 


The birds lose their plumage 


diring the summer molting 
;scason, the one time of year 


• when the}' become flightless and 
extremely vulnerable to preda- 
tors. But by September, the bird, 
lias sprouted their new feathers 
and are ready to fly again.

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Portuguese Businesses Shun Recent Graduates

LISBON (AP) — The want ad in the newspaper, a tiny job 


oasis in a fine-print desert of lost dog notices, was seeking an 
electrical engineer. It specified that recent graduates "need not 
apply." 


The ad ruined Carlos Ribeiro's morning, but it illustrated 


what the revolutionary chaos in Portugal's education system is 
starting to mean: nobody wants a fresh graduate who has 
probably spent bis last year and a half listening to the Maoist, 
Trotskyist, or anarchist declaiming that has often taken the 
place of normal university business. Ribeiro, 22, has two years 
to go in his engineering studies at the Superior Institute of 
Technology. Last year's classes were anarchy, he says. And 
this year's are behind schedule in starting. 


"There are absolutely no prospects for me to get a job when 


I graduate," he said "The ad in the paper shows you how 


people are. thinking. I've' been sacrificed to the revolution. I'm 
probably marked forever."

Ribeiro's younger brother feels he has had his plans to 


become an architect smashed at 20 because left-wing sectarian 
arguments about bow the School of Fine Arts is to be restruc- 
tured have resulted in its total closure. The brothers admit to 
being career-oriented, anathema for their leftist classmates, 
who consider that university years must be in the service of the 
revolution. But the confusion in education,' from the secondary 
school system, where threequarters of Lisbon's high schools 
have failed to open this fall, to the graduate level, is so 
complete that left-wing students and publications also call it 
hopeless.

the public, an engineer for the Detroit Edison Co. told a legislative 
subcommittee hearing Monday. Earl M. Page, a principal nuclear 
engineer for the utility, said "most transportation accidents In- 
volving radioactive material would not even result in public harm, 
much less public disaster." Page spoke before the House public 
health subcommittee on radioactive materials, which is holding 
licarings on proceed legislation lo control the transportation of 
radioactive materials on Michigan highways. Page said shipments 
of spent fuel from nuclear power plants In the state have been 
taking plaice for more than 13 years without the release of any 
radioactive material from the shipping conlalncni.

MEDICARE BILLS - CONFUSION GOVERNS 


. Not long ago, {he Wall Street Journal reported on a 


.Tax Court decision involving a New York couple who 
had provided $7,500 in food, lodging and medical 
outlays forthe wife's elderly .mother. When the couple 
claimed the mother as a dependent on their income 
tax return, the Internal Revenue Service objected. 
Medicare, said the IRS, had paid $10,400 toward her 
hospital bills that year, and the way IRS looked at it, 
that sum should be .counted as support the mother had 
provided for herself. Since it was greater than the 
$7,500 contributed by the couple, they were not en- 
titled to claim the mother as a dependent. 


The Tax Court ruled against 


the IRS on the grounds thai 
. Medicare is Insurance, not 
"social welfare." and that in- 
surance benefits do not nor- 
mally count as support. 


The key implication of thai 


Tax Court decision is that 
childreri'should find it easierto 
claim elderly parents as depen- 
dents for income tax purposes.

LANSING, Mich: (AP)-The 


stale Court of Appeals has 
upheld Ihe lower court dismis- 
sal of a lawsuit seeking to halt 
construction 
of. Consumers 


Power Company's nuclear plant 
in Midland. 


The court upheld a Midland 


County Circuit Court ruling 
which dismissed a suit brought 
by Wendall Marshall, represen- 
tative of a group opposing cons- 
truction of the plant. 


Consumers received a permit 


to build the plant from the 
Alomic Energy Commission, 
and Marshall and several others 
filed suit in federal court 
challenging Ihe sufficiency of 
the public hearings leading lo 
the approval lin Jackson, a 
spokesman for the utility said 
construction on the plant is 
about 10 per cenl complete. He 
said the pending suit had no' 
curtailed construction in:any 
way, although he added the 
firm's tight fiscal situation had 
.trimmed this year's building 
budget: from about $400 million 
to $250 million. , 


Total cost of the two-unit plant 


is $1.4 billion, he raid. 


Marshall also filed a suit In 


circuit court seeking a declara- 
tory judgment that the plant 
would be a nuisance. He argued 
the cooling pond, would cause 
icing and fogging in the winter, 
the emergency core cooling 
system was unsafe, and the lack 
of safety would impair property 
values. 


Marshall asked for damages 


of $750,000. 


The circuit court dismissed 


the case, saying"the federal 
government had prc-cmpled 
jurisdiction in the field of 
nuclear regulation and lhal 
Marshall had not presented 
enough facts lo demonstrate a 
nuisance. 


The appeals court upheld the 


circuit court. It said il could not 
consider Marshall's objections 
on the core cooling 
• system, 


although the state has powers 
over non-radiological matters 
such as environmental con- 
cerns, working conditions and 
zoning. 


But Ihe court said Marshall's 


complaint alleges only possible 
nuisances, and did not demons- 
Irate Ihe certainly of nuisances 
to require a declaratory judg- 
ment.

What are your risks? 
1. If the stock rises in price, 


the option buyer claims your 
stock and you would, in effect, 
.be forced to sell your stock for 
52%. 


2. If your stock fell in price, 


you would have to continue to 
hold it until next July (perhaps 
you had no intention of selling it 
anyway) to protect yourself 
against a sudden" upsurge in 
market price just before ex- 
piration of the option. 


These are the barcboncs of the 


deal. 


il can be complicated by 


further trading in the option 
market after you've made your 
original deal. You could, for 
example, buy back your option 
if your stock rose and you didn't 
want to sell your stock. (Of 
course, you would have lo pay 
more lo buy it back than you 
received when you sold the op* 
lion originally.)
